Famed fry stand makes return 

Bud the Spud on Halifax streets for 33rd year, despite plans for retirement

So the Trues figured they 
might as well run the stand 
one more summer. They 
plan to work three to four 
days a week from Monday 
to Friday until the end of 
August. 

They lost their normal 
spot on Spring Garden 
Road when another vendor 
bid for it in their absence. 
Instead they’ve relocated 


just around the comer to 
the Grafton Street side of 
the library. 

“There’s so much going 
on, with the tall ships and 
the Beatles and all the con¬ 
certs. There’s so many 
things, it’s better to be here 
than not be here,” Bud said. 

Staying open also keeps 
them in the forefront and 
could help attract new buy¬ 
ers. The Tmes are looking 
to sell the stand, the Bud 
the Spud brand name, and 
of course the secrets to 
making their trademark 
fries. 

The Tmes will still have a 
chance to do their traveling 
in the fall, and they’re look¬ 
ing forward to getting away 
in the summer for the first 
time in decades.

Stanfield restoration

Britain freezes Iranian assets 


Iran’s Intelligence Ministry 
said on Thursday it had 
uncovered a foreign- 
linked terrorist plot to 
plant bombs in mosques 
and other crowded places 
in Tehran during the coun¬ 
try’s June 12 presidential 
election. State broadcaster 
I RIB quoted a ministry 
statement as saying sever¬ 
al terrorist groups had 
been discovered, adding 
they were linked to Iran’s 
foreign enemies, including 
Israel. 

“Members of one of the 
uncovered networks were 
planning to plant bombs on 
election day at various 
crowded Tehran spots, in¬ 
cluding Ershad and Al-Nabi 
mosques,” the statement 
said, referring to two promi¬ 
nent mosques in the capi¬ 
tal. It said the plot was un¬ 
covered on election day.

Rejection and fear fuels desperation for LGBT rights 



D ride Week (run¬ 
ning July 18-26) 
marks remarkable 
progress: Same-sex 
benefits, same-sex 
marriage, and recent hu¬ 
man rights decisions make 
Canada a global leader on 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgendered (LGBT) 
rights. 

Corporate leaders set the 
tone. Ed Clark, CEO of TD 
Bank Financial Group, pro¬ 
claimed: “I don’t want peo¬ 
ple to feel they have to 
hide who they are because 
they’re afraid we’ll discrim¬ 
inate against them. In fact, 
I look forward to the day 
when all employees feel 
that their sexual orienta¬ 
tion is a non-issue.” 

KPMG and IBM explicitly 


include LGBT in definitions 
of workforce diversity and 
IBM includes gender reas¬ 
signment surgery in its 
benefits package. 

Attracting and retaining 
the best and the brightest 
drives corporate commit¬ 
ment. LGBT consumers — 
the “pink dollar” — are in¬ 
fluential. Moreover, re¬ 
search shows 42 per cent of 
straight consumers will not 
buy from companies 
deemed homophobic. 

But LGBT people are still 
vulnerable. Last November, 
a same-sex couple was as¬ 
saulted outside an Oshawa, 
Ont., daycare. 

Growing up LGBT is 
tough: According to Mental 
Health America, the aver¬ 
age LGBT teen hears anti¬ 
gay slurs 26 times a day. 
EGALE Canada’s 2008 sur¬ 
vey showed 67 per cent of 
LGBT teens felt unsafe at 
school and only half felt ac¬ 
cepted. Rejection or fear of 


rejection by their family of¬ 
ten fuels desperation. Forty 
per cent of LGBT youth re¬ 
port having had suicidal 
thoughts and they are 3.4 
times more at risk for at¬ 
tempting suicide. 

On average, six per cent 
of runaway youth identify 
as LGBT and in some com¬ 
munities rates are much 
higher. LGBT teens are also 
more prone to high risk be¬ 
haviours and drug abuse. 

Susan Magerman teaches 
in Toronto’s Triangle Pro¬ 
gram, the only Canadian 
high school program 
specifically aimed at LGBT 
youth. More than 70 per 
cent of her students, aged 
14-21, do not live at home. 
Some have been kicked 
out. Some have fled abuse. 
Some are searching for 
somewhere they belong. 

Triangle struggles to of¬ 
fer a lunch program and 
needs resources for break¬ 
fast because most of the 


students subsist below the 
poverty line. Most students 
have been marginalized 
and traumatized. Some 
have experienced homo¬ 
phobia, harassment and 
abuse since primaiy 
school. 

Magerman says, “Once 
they are in a safe and sup¬ 
portive environment, 
where they no longer have 
to woriy about their safety 
all the time, they thrive.” 

Her wish? “That all kids, 
regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation, are supported at 
home, at school and in 
their communities so the 
Triangle program does not 
need to exist.” 

Remember, while we 
march with Pride to cele¬ 
brate progress, much work 
remains.

Friday night the NDP will

All the MLAs who lost 
their jobs in this month’s 
election will be handed 
$45,000 for “expenses” 
and they don’t have to 
show a receipt for a dime’s 
worth of it. 

The idea is the money 
will go towards shutting 
down their constituency 
offices and other house¬ 
keeping matters. 

Except there’s a sepa¬ 
rate fund of just more 
than $12,000 they get for 
the exact same thing, only 
this one you do need to 
show receipts for. 
Whether they spend the 
remaining money on legit¬ 
imate expenses or buying 
a pet giraffe, we’ll never 
know. 

Many would call that 
outrageous, but it’s actual¬ 
ly just a blown up version 
of what happens all the 
time. Our provincial politi¬ 


cians are each entitled to 
$1,019 every month they 
serve to take care of ex¬ 
penses, with no receipts 
necessary. 

MLA expenses are cer¬ 
tainly real, but the thing is 
once again there’s another 
fund, this time $4,076 per 
month, for the same thing 
they need to show receipts 
for. 

So, if you’ve got $2,000 
of expenses in a given 
month, you could spend 
half of it receipt-free and 
show your receipts for the 
other half. Or you could 
hypothetically show re¬ 
ceipts for all of the ex¬ 
penses and buy a new plas¬ 
ma TV with the other 
thousand. 

I’m not accusing anyone 
of doing this. I can’t be¬ 
cause there’s absolutely 
no proof of wrongdoing 
and never will be unless 
the people get more ac¬ 


countability. 

We simply don’t know 
how the 13 MLAs leaving 
the legislature because of 
the latest election will 
spend that $585,000 total. 
Is that really responsible 
in this day and age? Would 
esteemed financial institu¬ 
tions allow that kind of 
wanton spending? 

OK, terrible example. 
Still, all it would take to 
get some accountability is 
requiring receipts any 
time a politician spends 
large amounts of public 
money. 

So how about it, Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter? It 
would be unpopular 
among MLAs but would 
make a great statement as 
a new kind of govern¬ 
ment.

APPLE The new, souped-up 
iPhone 3GS goes on sale 
Friday, as investors and gadget 
lovers alike await the 
presumed re-emergence of Ap¬ 
ple's famed chief executive 
Steve Jobs, who has been on 
medical leave for about six 
months. The consumer 
electronics giant remains mum 
on exactly when and how Jobs 
will come back, repeating the 
familiar mantra that Apple 
looks forward to his return at 
the end of June. 

BANKING Canadian banks, 
ranked as the world's 
soundest, should use their 
large capital cushions to 
increase lending now that 
financial market uncertainty 
has abated, the Bank of Cana¬ 
da suggested Thursday. 
INFLATION Canada's annual in¬ 
flation rate fell to a 15-year low 
of 0.1 per cent in May as 
cheaper gasoline and cars 
were partially offset by rising 
food costs, Statistics Canada 
said on Thursday.

Nortel Networks Corp. CEO 
Mike Zafirovski was forced 
to defend his company’s 
decision to pay executives 
millions in retention 
bonuses even as the insol¬ 
vent telecom equipment 
maker decided to stop 
paying severance to many 
laid-off workers. 

“We are absolutely con¬ 
vinced that paying the an¬ 
nual incentive plan and 
the retention (plan) is criti¬ 
cal to preserve value with¬ 
in Nortel,” Zafirovski told a 
parliamentary committee 
in Ottawa. 

Nortel has decided — 
with court approval — to 
pay out about $45 million 
US in bonuses for close to 
1,000 employees, despite 
its filing for bankruptcy 
protection in January. 

It had previously argued 
that the bonuses were 


needed if the company’s 
restructuring was going to 
be successful. 

Nortel has a total of 


about 30,000 employees. 
As it slashed thousands of 
jobs in recent months, it 
revealed it would not pay 


severance to many of them 
to conserve funds as it 
fights for its life under 
court protection. reuters

Losses for auto sector 

Board predicts layoffs, falling production in '09 


The Canadian auto parts 
sector will shed 36,000 
jobs in 2009 as companies 
respond to the sharp 
decline in vehicle produc¬ 
tion, the Conference Board 
of Canada said Thursday in 
its twice yearly outlook for 
the industry. 

The companies are also 
expected to lose $173 mil¬ 
lion this year as produc¬ 
tion drops 39 per cent. In 
2008, they posted a $109 
loss, the board said. 

Canada’s parts makers 
will cut costs by 34 per 
cent this year, which will 
include reducing staffing

by one-third, in response 
to the weaker volumes as 
the global recession slash¬ 
es sales of cars and light 
trucks. 

“Conditions will be un¬ 
deniably difficult in 2009, 
and many small- and medi¬ 
um-sized firms could po¬ 
tentially go out of busi¬ 


ness,” Sabrina Browarski, a 
Conference Board econo¬ 
mist and author of the out¬ 
look said in a release. 

“The larger manufactur¬ 
ers, however, stand to in¬ 
crease their global market 
share when U.S. demand 
for automobiles starts to 
recover in 2010,” she 
added. 

The industry is expected 
to return to profitability 
beginning next year with a 
profit of $222 million. By 
2013, the board said, profit 
margins are expected to re¬ 
turn to historical norms.

review Year One wants to 
be one of those rare 
comedic treats: The smart 
dumb comedy. It’s prehis¬ 
toric parable that satirizes 
the foundations of human 
civilization, while also 
tossing in plenty of poo 


jokes to please the masses. 

Unfortunately the over¬ 
all balance leans more to¬ 
wards easy laughs than so¬ 
cial commentary, but you 
have to admire the intent 
and the hit-to-miss joke ra¬ 
tio is pleasingly high. It’s 
what should be expected 
from the latest comedy 
from director Harold 
Ramis (the brains behind 
Animal House, Groundhog 
Day and other comedy 
classics). 

As we know from the 
trailer, Jack Black and 
Michael Cera star as a pair 
of slacker cavemen inca¬ 
pable of either hunting or 


gathering. However, this 
material comprises only 
the set-up of the movie. 

The pair quickly leave 
their tribe to explore the 
world and soon find them¬ 
selves stumbling onto a va¬ 
riety of biblical characters 
and settings including 
Cain and Abel, Isaac and 
Abraham, and the original 
party town, Sodom. 

For Ramis, it’s a step back 
to his early days of Cad- 
dyshaclc, a ramshackle en¬ 
semble comedy that lives 
and dies on the improv of 
the cast. Year One has the 
comedic energy and unpre¬ 
dictability of those early

movies, but also has their 
sketch-comedy structure 
and narrative messiness. 

The film ends on mes¬ 
sage preaching individuali¬ 
ty over a reliance on socie¬ 
ty or religion.

awkwardly shoehorned in¬ 
to a film that works best as 
sketch comedy. 

Black and Cera are at 
their best as the leads, 
playing their well-worn 
comedic personas and do¬ 
ing it well.

review The premise of The 
Proposal seems so obvious 
and ripe for comic poten¬ 
tial that it’s amazing no 
one thought to make it un¬ 


til now: A hard-nosed boss 
(Sandra Bullock) tries to 
avoid deportation back to 
Canada by claiming to be 
engaged to her beleaguered 
assistant (Ryan Reynolds). 

The charade gets out of 
hand when they travel to 
Alaska to visit his family. 
It’s just a shame the film¬ 
makers decided to do it 
with such by-the-numbers 
romantic comedy execu¬ 
tion (complete with a 
winking-at-the-audience 
race to the airport). 

The movie succeeds de¬ 


spite its flaws, though, 
thanks primarily to the 
chemistry between its two 
leads. The older woman dy¬ 
namic seems downright 


subversive by romantic 
comedy standards, and 
Bullock and Reynolds easi¬ 
ly show why it shouldn’t 
be. And their comic timing 


is perfectly matched. 

As much fun as she’s 
having with the character, 
Bullock still seems to be 
holding back, though. In 
the first ten minutes, the 
filmmakers spend an aw¬ 
ful lot of time telling the 
audience how horrible she 
is as a boss, how everyone 
fears and dislikes her, but 
they don’t let Bullock do 
anything that would war¬ 
rant such a reputation — 
most likely out of fear of 
moviegoers deciding her 
employees are right. She 
pulls off the second half of 
the equation, though, in 
humanizing Margaret and 
showing the vulnerability 
underneath without mak¬ 
ing it too cloying. 

Some small-town gags 
land poorly, such as the 


oddball (Oscar Nunez) 
working every conceivable 
job or the only Internet ac¬ 
cess being a coin-operated 
dial-up modem — as if a 
well-to-do estate like An¬ 
drew’s family wouldn’t 
have WiFi, even in Alaska. 
Then there are plot ele¬ 
ments that are brought up 
only to be dropped all to¬ 
gether, like Malin Acker¬ 
man’s red herring of a cute 
ex-girlfriend. 

But even when the audi¬ 
ence can see the next gag 
coming a mile away, the 
film still shines thanks to 
the performances of Bul¬ 
lock, Reynolds and the 
scene-stealing Betty White 
as Andrew’s conniving 
granny.

uestion: What 
do Charlie 
Chaplin, 
Rachel Welch 
and Brendan 
Fraser have in common? 

Answer: They’ve all 

played cavemen (or should 
that be cavepeople?) on film. 

Like Heinz products, 
movie Neanderthals come 
in many varieties. This 
weekend’s Year One sees 
odd couple Michael Cera 
and Jack Black as the latest 
big screen hunter-gather¬ 
ers, but they aren’t the 
first. 

Not by a long shot. Ever 
since film was first thread¬ 
ed through cameras the 
prehistoric world and its 
inhabitants have been a 


popular topic. 

Silent film comedians 
started the furry pelt fash¬ 
ion trend. In His Prehis¬ 
toric Past, Charlie Chaplin 
falls asleep on a park 
bench and dreams he is a 
caveman dressed in skins 
and a brown derby hat. It’s 
a simple story that amused 
audiences in 1914 but 
can’t be considered essen¬ 
tial viewing today, even for 
Chaplin fans. 

Flying Elephants, a silent 
Laurel and Hardy comedy 
about prehistoric courtship, 
gets its name from a se¬ 
quence showing three ani¬ 
mated airborne pachy¬ 
derms (drawn by Walter 
“Woody 

Woodpeclcer”Lantz.) 

More elaborate, and 
much funnier, is Three 
Ages, the Buster Keaton 
funny which sees him as a 
suitor in three historic eras 
beginning with the Stone 
Age. 

In one memorable scene 
Keaton bare backs a bron¬ 
tosaurus, introducing the 
Alley Oop movie fiction of

cavemen and dinosaurs ex¬ 
isting together. 

The most famous cave¬ 
man-dinosaur movie has 
to be One Million Years 
BC. According to science, 
the last dinosaurs became 
extinct roughly 65 mil¬ 
lion years BC, and homo 
sapiens didn’t exist until 
about 200,000 years BC, 
but it wasn’t the history 
aspect of the film that 
drew in the teenage boys. 

They lined up to see the 
cool special effects and 
Raquel Welch, who, in her 
skimpy fur bikini had a 
special effect on many in 
the audience. 

Another popular 

troglodyte sub genre is the 


Unfrozen Caveman Movie. 
Eegah! The Name Written 
in Blood is a cheesy but 
charming B-movie starring 
the 7’2” Richard Kiel (bet¬ 
ter known as Jaws from 
Live and Let Die) as a love 
sick Neanderthal in love 
with a modern woman. 

More popular but less 
charming is Encino Man, a 
1992 comedy about two 
geeky teenagers from Enci¬ 
no, California who discov¬ 
er a caveman (Brendan 
Fraser) preserved in a giant 
ice cube. Even less enticing 
was the TV sequel, 1996’s 
Encino Woman. 

Caveman movies may 
not always be cinematic 
masterpieces — Robert 
Vaughn called Teenage 
Caveman, his 1958 flick, 
the “worst movie ever 
made”— but have re¬ 
mained a popular genre 
with audiences and film¬ 
makers alike.

No Age grin and bear it 

Los Angeles noise-pop group plays soundtrack to movie about bears

There have been plenty of 
unusual gigs over the

was a kid.” 

The noise pop group per¬ 
formed a 90-minute set of 
music specifically created 
for The Bear, an ‘80s French 
film shot in British Colum¬ 
bia that follows two bears as 
they develop a friendship 
and escape from hunters. It 
sounds like a wacky, and 
challenging, project, but 
Spunt says it wasn’t as diffi¬ 
cult to pull together as he 
thought it would be. 

“We just watched the 
movie and felt out the emo¬ 
tions,” he explains. No Age 
performed thelive sound¬ 
track at the Seattle Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival,but the 
band is unlikely to bring its 
Bear show on the road.

figured out a way to make 
them sound better. We 
write more with them 
rather than use samples to 
augment our songs. 

“We’ve tried to expand 
things and maybe go in dif¬ 
ferent areas that we would¬ 
n’t go in,” Spunt adds. “It 
seems to me it sounds nice¬ 
ly saturated. I feel it’s like a 
really nice painting.” 

Some fans will likely be 
disappointed that the 


group isn’t releasing a full- 
length, but Spunt says the 
band has always been in¬ 
terested in “quick seg¬ 
ments.” 

“I think concentrating 
on a full record is a lot of 
work,” he says. “Some¬ 
times you just need to get 
something out, something 
smaller. An EP with four or 
five songs is a good thing 
to have. Some of my 
favourite records are EPs.”

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Disney museum to focus on Walt 


Spotlight shines on the man behind the mouse 


Walt Disney is a global 
brand with film studios 
and theme parks bearing 
his name, but now his 
family are unveiling a mu¬ 
seum to tell the story of 
the animation pioneer 
they say has been lost be¬ 
hind the trademark. 

The Walt Disney Family 
Foundation, a nonprofit 
organization established 
in 1995 to promote educa¬ 
tion and writing about 
Disney as well as scholar¬ 
ships in his name, will 
open the Walt Disney 
Family Museum on Oct. 

1 in San Francisco. 

“My father’s 
name is proba¬ 
bly one of the 
most well- 
known names 
around the 
world, but as 
the ‘brand’ or trademark 
has spread, for many, the 
man has become lost,” 
Disney’s daughter and 
museum founder, Diane 
Disney Miller, said in a 
statement. 

The museum will trace 
Disney’s life from his 
birth in Chicago and child¬ 
hood in Missouri to his 
move to California in 
1920s, where he married 
and his animation career 


took off with the creation 
of the Mickey Mouse char¬ 
acter. 

Among the exhibits on 
display will be early ani¬ 
mation drawings, film 
clips, scripts, cameras and 
many of Disney’s numer¬ 
ous Academy Awards, in¬ 
cluding an honorary Oscar 
in 1939 for his first fea¬ 
ture length animation 
film Snow 
White and 
the Seven

“Within a remarkably 
short period of time, a 
mere decade, Disney set 
the course for animation 
in the 20th century and 
beyond,” Canemalcer said. 

“There would be no Toy 
Story and no Pixar (Walt 
Disney Co’s animation stu¬ 
dio) without Disney per¬ 
sonality animation, nor 
other studios that yield to 
the pantheon of stories 
and characters that fasci¬ 
nated throughout the 
years,” he said. 

Richard Benefield, 
executive director of 
the museum, 
said the Walt 
Disney Co 
had made 
their re¬ 
sources and 
archives 
available to the founda¬ 
tion and loaned several ex¬ 
hibits to the museum. 

“Walt Disney reached 
people because he was a 
magical story teller,” he 
said. “Now it’s our turn to 
tell his story, to narrate 
the life of someone whose 
name is often confused 
with a brand and to pres¬ 
ent him simply as a hu¬ 
man being with an ex¬ 
traordinary Vision.”

British comedian Sacha 
Baron Cohen adopted his 
latest guise as an 
outrageous gay Austrian 
fashion reporter Wednes¬ 
day for the London 
premiere of Bruno, which 
hits cinemas in most terri¬ 
tories next month. 

Hoping to replicate the 
success of his surprise 2006 
box office hit Borat: Cultur¬ 
al Learnings of America for 
Make Benefit Glorious Na¬ 
tion of Kazakhstan, the 37- 
year-old has been typically 
over-the-top in promoting 
Bruno. 

On Wednesday evening 
he led a brass band and 
dressed as a camped-up 
member of the Queen’s 
guard, complete with tow¬ 
ering bearskin hat, sleeve¬ 
less red tunic revealing his 
midriff, ultra-tight black 
hotpants and knee-length 
boots. 

Sticking to his habit of 
appearing only in charac¬ 
ter, he addressed the crowd 
in central London and 
called Bruno “the most im¬ 
portant movie starring a 
gay Austrian since Termi¬ 
nator 2,” a joking reference 


to Austrian Terminator 
star, and now California 
governor, Arnold 

Schwarzenegger. 

Cohen has also appeared 
naked on the cover of the 
latest edition of GQ maga¬ 
zine and last month staged 
a successful publicity stunt 
at the MTV Movie Awards 
in the United States. 

After spinning in a har¬ 
ness above the audience at 
the show, he landed face 
down in the lap of rap 
artist Eminem, exposing 
his naked buttocks in the 
process. 

Eminem stormed out, al¬ 
though he has since con¬ 
firmed that he was in on 


the joke. 

Asked about the GQ cov¬ 
er shot, Cohen told Reuters 
at the premiere: “I didn’t 
even know they were film¬ 
ing that. I would never 
have posed. I don’t try to 
get attention myself. The 
last thing I wanted would 
be to be the most famous 
Austrian since Hitler.” 

Asked what he wanted to 
do next, he replied: “Ich re¬ 
ally want to win a Nobel 
prize.” 

And of his previous big 
screen incarnation, he said: 

“You know, I just saw 
this movie called Borat. To 
be honest, I found it a real¬ 
ly offensive portrayal of a 


foreigner. There’s a guy 
who acts it apparently 
called Sacha Baron Cohen. 
That guy is clearly gay.” 

Fans flocked to Borat, a 
fake documentary about a 
Kazakh journalist travel¬ 
ling across the United 
States that used comedy to 
expose bigotry. It earned 
$128 million at U.S. and 
Canadian box offices and 
$133 million in other coun¬ 
tries. 

Bruno is also a mocku- 
mentary that follows the 
fashion reporter after he 
loses his job in Austria and 
goes to America looking to 
become a celebrity. 

His unscripted encoun¬ 
ters with everyday Ameri¬ 
cans and prominent fig¬ 
ures, who think he is real, 
often prompt strong reac¬ 
tions to Bruno’s in-your- 
face sexuality. 

While Universal Pictures, 
the studio behind Bruno, 
has said the film’s intention 
is to satirize homophobia, 
some gay advocates are 
worried that Cohen could 
reinforce negative stereo¬ 
types about homosexuals.

Larry takes his turn 
acting for Woody 


While many A-list stars list 
Woody Allen as the direc¬ 
tor they most want to 
work with, comedian Larry 
David was not fawning for 
a chance to collaborate 
with the creator of such 
hits as Annie Hall, Manhat¬ 
tan and Vicky Cristina 
Barcelona. 

“It wasn’t really a burn¬ 
ing ambition. Acting is not 
the top of my list of things 
to do,” said David, who 
made his name as co-cre¬ 
ator and writer of the hit 
1990s sitcom Seinfeld and 
now improvises a self-cari¬ 
cature in the HBO comedy 
Curb Your Enthusiasm. 

Indeed, the 61-year-old 
said he thought Allen was 
making a mistake by cast¬ 
ing him in Allen’s new 
film, Whatever Works. 

“I was a little intimidated 
at first; I didn’t want to be 
the guy to screw up Woody 
Allen’s movie,” David said, 
insisting he is not really an 
actor at all. “I called him up 
and I said, ‘I think you are 
making a mistake.’” 

While David calls the 
movie a Woody Allen 
“gem” and insists he is 
“very pleased and satisfied” 
with it, few critics agree. 

“On the plus side, Allen 
avoids the creepy ventrilo¬ 
quist effect of a younger ac¬ 


tor mouthing his words 
and intonations by choos¬ 
ing as raucously individual¬ 
istic a performer as David,” 
Variety wrote of the film, 
which opens on today. “But 
by forcing David, a total 
improviser who rarely de¬ 
livers scripted lines, to in¬ 
cant impossibly long 
monologues ... Allen the 
director loses sight of what 
works.” 

David has completed 
filming and is now editing 
the seventh season of his 
television show Curb Your 
Enthusiasm, which starts 
up on HBO in September. 
He said he does not know 
if this season will be its 
last. 

During its upcoming sea¬ 
son, he says he fights with 
Rosie O’Donnell and has 
episodes with top stars of 
Seinfeld. 

David says the rude, 
abrasive character he plays 
on his show is him, but 
without the social bound¬ 
aries of real life, and that 
people often mistake him 
for his TV incarnation. 

That, he says, gives him 
liberty to behave like his 
TV character. “I can be a lit¬ 
tle more honest. If they 
treat me like the character, 
they will get the charac¬ 
ter,” he says. reuters

Veal and 
Mushroom Salad 
with Basil 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) veal or chicken 
schnitzels, cut thin 
5 tbsp (75 ml) olive oil 
1 clove garlic, finely 
chopped 

3 scallions, finely sliced 
1 lb (500 g) mixed small 
mushrooms, such as but¬ 
ton, Swiss brown (cremini) 
or shiitake, sliced 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

1 cup (250 ml) basil leaves 

2 oz (50 g) Parmesan, in 
one piece 

4 tbsp (60 ml) beef stock 
(broth) 

2 tbsp (25 ml) port wine 
2 tbsp (25 ml) balsamic 
vinegar 

5 oz (150 g) cherry 
tomatoes, halved 

METHOD: 

1. Cut veal into thin, even 
strips. Heat 3 tbsp (45 ml) 
oil in nonstick pan over 
high heat. Sear veal briefly 
both sides. Add garlic and 
scallions; cook 1 minute. 
Transfer to plate and keep 
warm. 

2. Heat remaining 2 tbsp 


(25 ml) oil in pan. Fry 
mushrooms over medium 
heat 5 minutes. Add salt 
and pepper to taste. Trans¬ 
fer to plate. Slice basil 
finely; keep few leaves 
whole for garnish. Use 
vegetable peeler to shave 
Parmesan into thin slices. 

3. Place stock and port in 
pan in which veal was 
cooked; bring to boil and 
cook briefly over high 
heat, stirring in juices and 
any crusty pieces from 
meat. Transfer to bowl. 
Add vinegar and salt and 
pepper to taste. When 
cooled completely, mix in 
two thirds of chopped 
basil. 

4. Combine veal and 
mushrooms; place on serv¬ 
ing plate. Drizzle on stock 
mixture. Top with Parme¬ 
san. Garnish with remain¬ 
ing chopped basil, whole 
basil leaves and tomatoes.
